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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The elected invention is directed to a peptide set 
forth in SEQ ID NO:3. The amendment filed did not address the objection made with regard to the claims containing non-elected subject 
matter (see for example claim 1). The restriction requirement was made final and the election of SEQ ID NO:3 was an invention election, 
not a species election. As applicant did not address the objection of record , the objection remains, thus no claims are presently allowable. 
In addition, the amendment does not comply under 37CFR1.121 because claims 94-95 are withdrawn, however are listed as "previously 
presented", Note also that claims 6-11, 16-21, 26, 29, 32, 38, 39-43, 48-53 and 58-63 are listed as "withdrawn-previously presented" 
which is an improper claim identifier, the claims should be listed as "withdrawn". 
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
